The  production  of  tobacco  in  IJurope,  excluding  Russia,  in  1931 
was  about  14  per  cent  less  than  th^t  of  the  previous  year,  according 
to  J.  3.  Hut son,  tobacco  specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign  Agricul- 
tural Service.    The  tobacco  crops  of  Italy,  Rumania  and  G-reece  were  re- 
duced substantially  while    in  most  other  countries  production  was  in- 
creased,    riowevcr,  information  available  to  date  indicates  that  the  de- 
cline in  ccnsiumption  in  1951  in  continental  I^j.ro pc ,  excluding  Russia,  wa.s 
about  as  great  as  the  decline  in  production  and  there  are  no  recent  de- 
velcpTT.ents  thp.t  indicate  an  iinr.ediate  improveniGnt  in  consumption. 

The  1931  crop  of  dr>rl:  air-cured  tobacco  in  Zurope,  excluding  Russia, 
"^^s  a-pproximptciy  500  million  pounds  compared  rith  514  million  po-ands  in 
1950.     The  production  of  oriental  tobacco  in  G-reoce,  Turkey  and  Bulgaria 
in  1951  was  apprczim^^tely  355  million  pounds  ccmpared  ^Tith  505  million 
pounds  in  1930.    The  1931  crop  of  S'i^m.i-oriental  tobacco  gro'.Tn  largely  in 
R-am.pnia,  Yugoslavia  and  South  Italy  was  appror-im^ately  95  million  pounds 
compared  with  140  mail  ion  poiinds  the  previo'as  year. 
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The  acreage  of  Makhorka  tobacco  in  Russia  in  1931  Is- reported  to 
ha,ve  "been  almost  t";7ice  that  of  the  previous  year.     This  is  a  dark  strong 
type  used  largely  in  smoking  mixtures  for  Russian  peasants.    The  Russian 
acreage  of  oriental  to'bacco  in  1931  is  reported  to  have  "been  35  per  cent 
larger  than  the  previous  year.    The  comhined  reported  acreage  of  the  two 
types  in  Russia  in  1931  was  approximately  50  per  cent  of  that  for  the  re- 
mainder of  I>iirope .     In  recent  vears  most  of  the  Russian  crop  has  "been  con- 
sumed in  domestic  products.    Horrever,   in  "both  1929  and  1930  G-crmjan  imports 
from  Russia  -were  around  four  million  pounds.     Sr.all  quantities  vrevc  also  im^- 
ported  "by  several  other  Siaropean  countries.  

The  reduced  crop  in  Southern  lJuropc  is  not  likely  to  result  in  any 
increase  in  the  takings  of  to'bacco  from;  the  United  States.     In  fact  there 
may  he  somiC  further  decline  in  the  consumption  of  the  fire-cured  to'bacco. 
In  the  countries  in  which  production- was- reduced,  stocks  of  dom.estic  tohac- 
co  are  reported  still  to  'be  large  and  in  severa.1  countries  the  consum.pt ion 
of  mixtures-  in  Trhich  to'bacco  from,  the  United  States  is  us-ed  ha.s  declined. 
However,  the  consum.pt ion  of  the  flue-cured  types  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
the  m.ost.  im.portant  European  importing  country,  has  held  up  well  during  the 
past  year  and  no  marked  decline  in  the  consumption  of  these  types  is  ex- 
pected, ....... 

Cf  the  3.iropean  grown  to'bacco  fne  dark-air-cured  types  of  Italy, 
H'ojngar;/,  G-erm.any,  Prance,  Spain,  Czechoslovakia  and  Poland  com.pete  m.ost 
directly  with  to'bacco  from:  the  United  States.     In  the  case  of  all  this  to- 
'bacco except  that  gr-own  in  Hungary  the  comipctition  is  within  the  country 
in  which  the  tobacco  is  produced  rather  thajr.  on  export  m.arl-rets. 

In  Italy  reports  indicate  that  the  1931  crop  of  dark  air-cured  to- 
'bacco was  less  than  half  of  that  of  1930.    However,  the  dark  Italian  gr^^wn 
tj^es  enter  but'  little  into  export  trade  ajid  because  of  the  large  crop  of 
1930,  stocks  are  believed  to  be  large  enough  for  dom:estic  requirem^ents . 
iHxports  of  dark  fire-cured  tobacco  to  Italy  have  been  sm.all  in  recent  years. 

In  miost  of  the  other  countries  .just  m.entioned  production  was  in- 
creased in  1931.    The  Hi^Jigarian  crop  in  1931  was  about  15  per  cent  larger 
than  that  of  the  previous  year.     Some  Hungarian  tobacco  is- used  in  Praj^-ce , 
Belgium,  the  Motherlands  am-d  G-erm.any  in  s-ioking  mixtures  in  which  fire-cured 
or  air-cured  tobacco  from,  the  United  States  is  also  used  and  there  probably 
will  be  larger  offerings  of  Hungarian  tobacco  in  these  countries.     The  do- 
mestic' crops  which  are  also  used  partly  in  these  m.ixtures  were  larger  in 
C-erm.any  and  Prance  and  were  reduced  but  little  in  Belgium..    Production  was 
also  increased  in  Poland  and  Czechoslovakia  and  reduced  -^nly  mo-derately  in 
Spain.     In  all  of  these  coiantries  except  Hung-ary  some  fire-cured  or  dark 
air-ctired  tobacco  from:  the  United  States  is  used  in  sm.oking  m.ixtures  in 
which  dom.estic  tobacco  is  a.lso  used.     In  these  countries  with  larger  dom^es- 
tic  crops  t'nere  may  be  some  further  displacem.ent  of  the  dark  firc-cured  types 
from:  the  United  States. 


The  cons-Qir.ption  of  touacco  products  in  15  Surope.^Ln  coimtries  wc.s 
9.5  per  cent  less  in  1931  than  in  1930,  according  to  a  i-ecent  report  from 
J.  B.  Hutson,  tohacco  specialist  in  Sarope  for  the  J'oreign  Agricultural 
Service.     These  fi^-res  tend  to  confim  an  estimate  released  on  Decem'b-er  10, 
1931,  when  it  vras  indicated  thnt  the  consumption  of  tol^acco  products  in 
I>arope  in  1931,  would  he  appro xim^.tely  10  per  cent  less  than  in  ].930  (see 
F.S./T-74,  Decemher  10,  1931). 

Preliminary  reports  availahle  for  a  few  countries  indica.te  that  the 
consrjnption  during  the  first  part  of  1932  will  he  helow  that  of  1931,  hut 
that  the  rate  of  decline  will  he  somiewhat  less  than  that  of  last  year.  In 
G-ermanjr  consumption  drjring  the  first  quarter  of  1932  was  well  ahove  that  of 
last  5''ear,  hut  this  is  not  to  he  taken  as  an  index  for  other  cour?.tries 
since  prices  of  most  tohacco  products  in  G-erm.any  are  telow  those  of  ?.  year 
ago.    Cons-amption  in  countries  without  price  changes,  for  which  preliminary 
reports  are  available,  is  less  than  last  year  hut  the  decline,  in  most  cases, 
in  1932  as  compared  with  1931  is  not  as  large  as  that  of  1931  when  compared 
with  the  provioLis  year. 

'From  1925  to  1929,  the  consumption  of  to"bacco  products  in  Europe  in- 
creased at  an  average  rate  of  3  per  cent  a  year.     In  1930  the  consumption 
was  approximately  the  same  as  the  previous  year.     In  the  United  Kingdom., 
where  appro xim^itely  80  per  cent  of  the  flue-cured  to'bacco  exported  to  E'-irope 
is  used,  the  domestic  consumption  of  tohacco  products  was  ahout  one  per  cent 
less  than  in  1930.    However,  the  exports  of  cigarettes  in  which  these  types 


vrere  used  declined  and  the  taMngs  of  flue-cured  tol)acco  "by  manufacturers 
were  rediiced.    In  all  other  countries,  for  which  data  have  "been  reported,  ex- 
cept Spain,  the  consijmption  of  tohaxco  products  in  1931  ':7as  belo'T  that  of  the 
previous  year.    In  Austria,  Belgium,  Czechoslovakia  pjid  France  the  decline 
"r7as  less  than  5  per  cent;  in  Greece,  Italy  and  Poland  the  decline  vras  het'sreen 
5  and  10  per  cent;  in  Bulgaria,  Hungary  and  Riomania  the  decline  was  approxi- 
m.ately  14  per  cent,  and  in  Finland  and  G-ern-;any  the  decline  was  approximately 
25  per  cent. 

A  large  part  of  the  decline  in  the  consumption  of  tobacco  products  in 
1931,  appears  to  have  "been  due  to  the  fact  that  the  prices  of  tohacco  prod- 
ucts were  either  ma.intained  or  increa.sed  in  most  co^iPitries  whereas  the  prices 
of  most  other  comm.odities  declined  substantially.    In  this  connection  it  is 
to  he  noted  that  in  Spain  the  consumpti'^n  of  t-^hacco  products  was  1.2  per  ■  , 
cent  larger  than  in  1930.     In  Spain  prices  of  tobacco  products  were  at  ap- 
proxim^,tely  the  same  level  in  1931  com.pared  ^^ith  other  commodities  a.s  in 
1930.    However,  price  increases  in  Spain  became  effective  on  April  1,  1932. 
D^-iring  1931,  prices  were  increased  in  Sweden,  Belgium,  G-erm.any  and  the  ITeth- 
erlands.     In  G«rm.any  effective  October  1,  1931,  prices  were  reduced  almost 
to  the  level  prevailing  in  1930,  and  since  that  date  co-nsum.ption  h^s  been 
well  about  that  of  the  immediately  preceding  months.    Another  factor  in- 
fluencing the  decline  in  the  consum.ption  of  tobacco  products  is  the  increased 
unemploym.ent  and  low  purc'oasing  power  of  consumers. 

Cigarettes  .  -    The  consum.ption  of  cigarettes  in  1931  was  about  7  per 
cent  less  than  in  1930.    Vost  of  the  decline  in  this  class  of  products  was 
in  continental  Europe  where  cigarettes  are  made  largely  from,  the  oriental 
types  of  tobacco.    From.  1926  to  1929  the  cons\-im.pt ion  of  cigarettes  in  con- 
tinental Europe  increased  at  an  average  rate  of  5.5  per  cent  a  year,  and  in 
1930  it  was  approximiately  the  sam.c  as  the  previous  year.    In  1931  approxi- 
matelj'-  70  per  cent  of  the  tobacco  consumed  in  the  United  Kingdom  consisted 
of  cigarettes  and  in  continental  Europe  between  35  and  40  per  cent  consisted 
of  cigarettes. 

Smoj-"-ng  mixtures  -    The  consumption  of  sm.oking  mixtures  in  1931  was 
about  9  >=r  c->nt  less  than  in  1930.     The  consumption  of  these  mixtures  has 
not  changed  greatly  in  recent  years  but  was  3.3  per  cent  smaller  in  1930 
than  in  1929.    About  75  per  cent  of  the  decline  in  1931  was  due  to  the  fall- 
ing off  in  the  consumption  of  these  products  in  G-erm.an^/.    On  October  1,  1931, 
the  tax  rates  and  regulations,  which  were  responsible  for  the  m^ajor  portion 
of  this  decline,  were  changed  and  since  that  time  the  consum;ption  of  this 
class  of  products  in  Germany  has  been  well  above  that  of  the  immedia,tely 
preceding  m;onths .     Considerable  q;jantities  of  fire-cured  and  fluc-cured  to- 
bacco from,  the  United  States  are  used  in  these  m.ixtures,  particularly  in 
Prance  and  Germany. 

Cigars  -    The  consum/otion  of  cigars  in  1931  was  about  21  per  cent 
less  than  in  1930.    Erom.  1926  to  1929,  the  consum.ption  of  cigars  in  European 
countries  increased  at  an  average  annual  rate  of  2.7  per  cent.     In  1930  it 
was  about  7  per  cent  larger  th?n  in  1929.     The  increase  during  this  period 
was  chiefly  in  Germ.any  and  the  lletherlands ,  the  principal  cigar  consum.irig 
conntrics.     Consum.ption  data  for  the  Netherlands  are  not  yet  available.,  but 
it  is  not  expected  th^a.t  the  decline  in  consum.ption  in  the  Netherlands  will 
be  as  large  as  the  average  for  the  countries  reporting  up  to  this  tim.e. 
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The  cons-uir.pt ion  of  cigri.rs  in  G-emany  in  1931  uas  26  per  cent  less 
than  in  1930.     There  -jere  moderate  declines  in  practically  all  other  coun- 
tries.    In  1931  in  continental  Europe  ahout  11  per  cent  of  all  tobacco  prod- 
ucts consumed  consisted  of  cigars.    Very  fcv  cigars  are  used  in  the  United 
Kingdon. 

Tobacco  used  in  Tn.aking  cigars  is  grn-rn  in  Europe  particularly  in 
Germanjr,  Hungary  and  Italj?'  aiid  im;ported  frori  the  Dutch  East  Indies,  Brazil 
and  the  Dnninicrin  Republic.     The  quantities  imported  from  outside  Eumpe 
which  are  used  in  naMng  cigars  appear  to  be  slightly  larger  than  those 
gro^Tn  in  Europe.    Generally  the  better  grades  for  binders  and  v/rappers  are 
imported  and  the  major  portion  of  the  louver  grades  used  for  fillers  is  grovm 
in  Europe, 

Snuff  -    In  the  countries  reporting,  the  consum.pt ion  of  snuff  in  1931 
T/as  7.2  per  cent  less  than  in  1930.    Of  these  countries  G-ermany,  Fr.ance, 
and  Italy  are  the  largest  consur::ers  and  the  rate  of  decline  in  these  coun- 
tries \7as  only  slightly  different.    Ho'jevcr,  m.ore  snuff  is  consumed  in  Sweden 
than  in  any  other  Sur'^pean  country  and  data  for  this  country  have  not  yet 
been  reported.    In  1931  about  2  per  cent  of  the  tobacco  consumed  in  Europe 
consisted  of  snuff.    The  major  portion  of  this  is  made  from^  fire-cured  to- 
bacco im.ported  from:  the  United  States. 

Cherring  tobacco  -    The  consumx)tion  of  cher/ing  tobacco  in  1931,  was 
12.5  per  cent  less  thaji  in  1930.     The  largest  consumers  of  this  class  of 
products  are  Germ.any,  Erance,  and  the  United  Kingdom.,  and  the  n.ajor  portion 
of  the  decline  appears  to  have  been  in  Germany.    In  1931  approxim.ately  1.5 
per  cent  of  the  tobacco  consum.cd  in  Europe  consisted  in  chewing  tobacco. 

The  conclusions  stated  above  are  based  upon  official  reports  as  to 
the  sales  of  tobacco  products  or  banderole  tax  sales  in  Austria,  Bclgi-om., 
Bulgaria,  Czechoslovakia,  Einland,  France,  Gerr^any,  Greece,  H^ongary,  Italy, 
Polaiid,  Rum.ania,  Spain  and  Yugoslavia  and  official  reports  as  to  the  with- 
drawal of  tobacco  from,  bonded  warehouses  for  dom.estic  consumption  in  the 
United  Kingdom.    The  data  for  the  United  Kingdom,  will  be  revised  within  the 
next  few  weeks  and  there  may  be  substantial  changes  in  somiC  classes  of  prod- 
ucts.   However,  the  data  for  cigarettes  and  the  total  for  the'. United  Kingdom, 
are  not  likely  to  be  cha.nged  mia.teriallj'-.

Tne  consumption -of  totacco  products  in  the  United  Eingdom  during 
the  first  five  months-  of  this  year  V7as  enual  appro xim-atelj^  to  that  of  the 
corresponding  period  of  last  year,  according  to  -J.  B.  Hut  son,  Tobacco 
Specialist  of  the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service  in  Berlin.    During  January, 
^^bruary,  and  March  this  j'-ear  T7ithdra^als  of  tohacco  for  dom.estic  consum-p- 
tion  ivere  ^eii  "below  those  of  the  corresponding  months  last  year  and  it 
begap.  to  appear  that  consumption,  which,'  prior  to  that  time,  had  been  main- 
tained at  a  high  level  compared  with  most  other  countries,  might  decline 
m^terialljT-.    However,  withdrawals  during  April  and  May  were  above  those  of 
the  corresponding  months  of  last  year  and  total  withdrawals  for  the  period 
January  to  I'aj^  inclusive  were  not  greatly  different  from  those  of  last 
year. 

In  spite  of  the  m.aintenance  of  domiestic  consumption  of  tobacco  prod- 
ucts, consumption  by  manufacturers  of  all  im.portant  types  of  tobacco  im- 
ported from  the  United  States  ha.s  been  reduced  further.     Im.ports  from,  the 
United  States  during  the  first  five  m.onths  of  this  year  were  25  per  cent 
below  those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year.    It  is  estim.ated 
th-at  m.orc  than  half  of  this  decline  is  reflected  in  reduced  stocks.  The 
remainder  is  due,  in  part,  to  t?.e  increased  use  of  Em.pirc-grown  tobacco, 
and,  in  part,  to  reduced  exports  of  manufactured  cigarettes. 


Fliie-cufed  tolpacco 


It  now  appears  that  t'.e  consumption  of  flue-cured  tobacco  from  the 
United  States  in  cigarettes  ■srao^'ied  inr.thO:  United  :^ingdoro  will  he  between 
6  and  10  million  potmds  less  in  1932  than  in  1951.    If  cigarette  consump- 
tion during  the  remainder  of  the  year  should  be  belo^  that  of  last  year, 
the  higher  figiare  is  more  probable,  but,  if  cigarette  consum.ption  shcj-ld 
increase,  the -lower  figure  is  more -ppobabl-©i  ■  Gonsumrption  in  1931  was  ap- 
proximately- 125  million  pounds. 

A  large  part  of  the  increase  in  the  1931  Canadian  crop  of  flue-cured 
tobacco  is  reported  to  have  been  purchased  by  British  manufacturers.  This 
tobacco  probably  will  displace  an  equal  quantity  of  flue-cured  tobacco  from 
the  United  States.    Rhodesian  flue-cured  tobacco  also  has  been  in  demand  in 
some  qLtarters  and  there  ma^r  be  some  further  displacem.ent  -by  this  type.  Due 
to  preferential  import  duties  and  exchange  rates,  Canadian  and  Rhodesian 
flue-cured,  lea.f  costs .  manufacturers  about  20  per  cent  less  than  flue-cured 
leaf  from  the  United  States  and  the  cost  of  the  raw  tobacco,  including  the 
im.port  duty,  am.ounts  to  mor^  than  one-half  the  retail  selling  price  in  the 
case  of  cigarettes  made  from,  flue-cured  tobacco  from,  the  United  States, 
Cigarette  prices  are  being  maintained  in  most  cases  at  the  levels  prevail- 
ing prior  to  the  increased  taxes  of  last  year  and  the  depreciation  of  the 
.currency.    In  addition,  new  brands  of  lower-priced  cigarettes  hiave  appeared. 
Those  cigarettes  are  slightly  smialler  and  probably  contain  tobacco  slightly 
inferior  to  that  contained  in  t'ae  higher-priced,  more  popular  cigarettes. 
Som.e  brands  of  these  lower-priced  cigarettes  have  been  on  the  mxarket  for 
several  years,  but  the  low  purchasing  power  of  consum.ers  is  resulting  in 
more  consideration  being  given  themi  than  formerly  and  it  appears  that  they 
are  displacing  to  some  extent  higher  priced  cigarettes.    In  general,  m-ore 
anpire  tobacco  is  used  in  the  low  than  in  the  high  priced  cigarettes. 

In  1931  approximately  145  m.illion  pounds  of  flue-cured  tobacco  were 
imported  from,  the  United  States.    In  addition  to  that  used  in  products  con- 
sumed in  the  United  ICingdom  m.entioned  above,  it  is  estim.ated  that  approxi- 
■matelj  7  m.illion  pounds  were  exported  as^  leaf  tobacco'  and  appro xim.ately  20 
million  pounds  were  used  in  cigarettes  that  were  exported.    These  estim.ates 
indicate  that  stocl^s  were  about  7  million  pot'ijids  sm.aller  at  the  beginning 
of  1932  than  a  year  earlier.    Definite  data  are  not  available  by  types,  but 
such  information  as  is  available  indicates  that  stocTis  of  the  flue-cured 
tjrpes  from  the  United  States  have  been  reduced  further  since  January  1. 
Stochs  of  all  t^rpes  were  4  per  cent  smaller  on  June  1  than  a  year  earlier 
and  recently  imports  of  som.e  other  types  have  been  large. 

The  exports  of  cigarettes  to  China  and  India  have  declined  to  low 
levels,  but  exports  to  other  countries  from.  January  to  Mav  inclusive  this 
year  were  slightlj'-  above  those  of  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 
The.  exports  of  cigarettes  to.  practically  all  countries  declined  s-ubstan- 
tially  in  1931.    It  is  probable  th^t  a  part  of  the  decline  of  last  year 
and  the  further  decline  this  year  to  China  and  India  is  due  to. the  further 
developm.ent  of  the  tobacco  m.anufacturing  industry  in  the  importing  coun- 
tries.    In  view  of  the  recent  increase  in  takings  by  countries  other  than 
China  and  India  and  the  large  increase  in  shipments  of  leaf  tobacco  direct 
from,  the  United  States  to  China  last  3^ear,  further  decreases  in  the  takings 
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of  flue-cured  totacco  "by  the  United  T^in^^dom,  due  to  fijrther  losses  in  cig- 
arette exports,  may  "be  offset  "by  increases  in  takings  of  leaf  to"bacco  in 
the  United  States  by  the  countries  affected. 

There  are  no  indications  of  any  marked  recent  change  in  the  consump- 
tion of  flue-cured  tohacco  in  the  Irish  Free  State. 

Dark  fire-cured         air-cured  ti^noes 

It  noTT  appears  that  the  consumption  of  Henderson,  G-reen  River  and 
Virginia  fire-cured  tobacco  in  the  United  Kingdom^  will  be  approximately  two 
million  pounds  less  in  1932  than  in  1931.    It  is  estim.ated  that,  in  1931, 
tliO  consumption  of  these  tjrpes  was  approximately  10  million  pounds.     In  im- 
portance, these  types  rank  in  the  order  listed  and  each  is  expected  to 
share  in  the  decline.    These  types  are  consumed  chiefly;-  in  roll  tobacco 
used  largely  in  pipes.    The  consum.ption  of  this  class  of  products  is  not 
expected  to  be  reduced  m.aterially  this  year,  but  increased  quantities  of 
Empire-grown  tobacco  are  being  used. 

Following  the  increase  in  the  import  duty  in  1931,  retail  prices 
were  increased  for  most  of  the  brands  made  wholly  or  largely  from,  dark  to- 
bacco im.ported  from,  the  United  States.    ITew  brands,  made  entirely  or  large- 
ly from.  Em.pire-grown  tobacco,  were  introduced  by  m.any  m.anufacturers  and 
these  new  brands  were  sold  at  the  same  or  slig^itly  lower  prices  th^an  those 
prevailing  for  the  old  brands  prior  to  the  increase  in  the  im.port  dutj?-. 
Sales  of  these  ne^'  brands  are  increasing.    The  better  grades  of  wrappers 
from  the  United  States  are  being  displaced  to  a  less  extent  than  are  other 
grades. 

Approximately  four  m.illion  pounds  of  Paducah  fire-cured,  Henderson 
fire-cured  and  air-cured  and  C-reen  River  tobacco  have  been  used  annually  in 
the  Irish  Free  State  in  recent  years.    Here  Em.pire-grown  tobacco  en.joj/s  no 
preferential  duty  and  but  little  change  is  expected  in  the  consum.ption  of 
the  types  m.entioned  during  the  present  year.    Recently  purchases  for  the 
Irish  m.arket  have  been  below  normal.     One  of  the  largest  manufacturers,  for- 
mierly  a  large  buyer  at  Owensboro  and  Henderson,  m.ade  practically  no  pur- 
chases last  season.     This  firm  has  indicated  that  it  expected  to  close  its 
Dublin  factory  because  of  unfavorable  legislation.     Should  this  firm  decide 
to  continue  to  m.anufacture  for  the- Irish  m.arket,  it  is  expe-cted  that  pur- 
chases of  tobacco  in  the  United  States  -^ill  again  be  m.ade .     Should  it  with- 
draw, it  is  expected  that  other  Irish  m.anuf acturers  will  increase  their 
takings  from  the  United  States,  so  that  no  substantial  loss  in  consum.ption 
will  be  experienced. 

The  excise  duty  on  domes tic -grown  tobacco  was  recently  repealed  by 
the  Irish  Free  Sta.te  and  som.e  tobacco  m.ay  be  grown  for  the  dom.estic  m.arliet 
in  1933.     Considerable  e:rperim.ental  work  has  been  done  in  tobacco-growing 
in  the  Irish  Free  State  and,  should  the  present  law  remiP.in  in  force,  som-e 
tobacco  from,  the  United  States  m.ight  be  displaced  by  domestic-gro^vn  tobacco 
in  1934  and  later. 
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SOUTH  AE?JCA2T  TOBACCO  PZOWCTIOiT  EXCEE^^S  LAST  YE.A?;yr.j.   ... 

Tol^acco  crops  of  1932  in  South  Africa  glye  evidence  of  heing^^^^r^er 
than  in  1931,  according  to  Agricultural  Attache' C.  C.  Taylor  at  Pretoria. 
Increases  are  noted  for  the  Union  of  South  Africa,  Southern  Rhodesia  and 
northern  PJiodesia,  the  leading  South  African  producing  regions.  Indica- 
tions are  that  there  is  an  increasing  amount  of  interest  in  producing 
flue-cured  Virginia-type  leaf  which  competes  ^ith  Am.erican  exports  to 
Europe,  especially  Great  Britain. 

Union  of  South  Africa 

Official  figures  are  not  5^et  available  for  the  Union's  1932  crop, 
hut  Mr.  Taylor  quotes  trade  figures  totaling  ahout  18,000,000  pounds.  Last 
year  production  of  all  types  ^as  placed  at  13,500,000  po^ands .    The  1932  * 
figure  includes  17,550,000  pounds  of  Virginia  type,  of  vrhich  ahout  300,000 
pounds  is  flue-cured.     In  1931,  there  ^vere  12,100,000  pounds  of  Virginia 
type,  of  which  only  80,000  pounds  were  flue-cured.    The  1932  Turkish  crop 
is  placed  at  only  some  450,000  pounds  against  1,400,000  pounds  officially 
reported  last  year  and  1,750,000  pounds  actually  received  hy  the  cooper- 
ative association.    Most  of  the  Virginia  type  is  air-cured  and  m.ost  of  t'ne 
air-cured  tohacco  is  dark  tohacco. 

Early  in  June,  5  "bales  of  Turkish  tohacco  were  sent  to  ^ew  York 
from,  the  Union  to  try  out  the  mQ.rket .    At  th?t  time  the  growers'  associ- 
ation had  about  1,700,0^0  pounds  of  tobacco  on  hand,  representing  a  balance 
of  550,000  pounds  from  the  crops  of  1929-30  and  1930-31.     In  addition, 
there  were  40,000  pounds  in  bond  oversea.s.     The  new  crop,  together  with  the 
stocks  cited,  m-ade  a  total  of  about  2,800,000  po^onds  available  for  disposal. 
Of  that  amount,  100,000  pounds  were  sold  at  the  tim-e  of  reporting,  with 
another  sale  pending  involving  500,000  pounds.     The  Turkish  tobacco  growers' 
association  has  decided  to  urge  its  mem.bers  to  plant  no  tobacco  for  the  1933 
crop  since  the  supplies  at  hand  are  sufficient  to  supply  all  dem.ands  until 
1935  at  the  present  rate  of  sales. 


Measures  passed  last  May  in  the  Union  established  provisions  for  to- 
bacco export  quotas  and  for  com.pl ete  supervision  of  the  Union  tobacco  trade, 
Mr.'  Taylor  reports.    The  law  is  desi^gned  to  prevent  tobacco  prices  from 
falling  to  levels  prevailing  at  present  in  export  m.arkets.     It  is  designed 
also  to  spread  the  burden  of  supporting  dom.estic  prices  over  the  whole  in- 
dustry rather  than  solely  on  the  cooperative  associations,  as  heretofore. 
Mr.  Taylor  feels  doubtful  with  respect  to  export  quotas  for  either  flue- 
cured  tobacco  or  bright  a.ir-cured  leaf.    Exportable  surpluses  exist  at  pres- 
ent only  for  dark  air-cured  pjid  Turkish  tobacco.    For  the  latter,  the  export 
percentage,   if  any,  can  be  only  m.oderate,  in  view  of  the  short  crop  noB^  in 
prospect,  and  the  voluntary  curtailm.cnt  of  T'j.rkish  acreage.    HowevBr,  it  miay 
be  expected  that  growers  will  plant  m.ore  tobacco  next  year  if  they  1-mow  that 
they  will  be  able  to  dispose  of  m.ost  of  their  crop  in  dom.estic  markets  at 
prices  higher  than  the  export  level. 
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Union  toT^acco  is  classified  under  the  new  law  as  T^arMsh,  flue- 
cured  Virginia,  and  air-cured  Virginia,  "but  the  Minister  of  Agriculture, 
may  "bj'-  regulation  "orescrihe  the  class  if  1  edition- according  to  kind,  grade, 
standard,  or  quality,  and  subsequently  prohibit  or  regalate  the  export  of 
any  categorj;^.    The  export-  quotas  must  he  sent  to  countries  other  than 
nearhy  African  areas.    The  "inister  of  Agriculture  is  authorized  to  fix 
export  percentages  som.e  time  hetvreen  April'  1  and  September  30  for  the  cur- 
rent 12  months  ending  March  31.    Different  percentages  m.ay  oe  applied  to 
different  classes  of  tobacco.     Storage  in  bond  pending  export . is  allo77able 
and  is  construed  as,  equivalent  to  exporting,  but  tobacco  so  handled  m.ust 
bear  inspection  to  verify  grade  as  declared  in  export  statement.    The  law 
contains  specific  orders  for  registering  the  activities  of  all  traders  in 
leaf  tobacco,  snd  provides  for  frequent  reports  on- transactions stocks, 
etc.    Control  of  imports  also  is  included.    The  law  is  operative  -lontil  de- 
clared otherwise  by  proclam^ation  of  the  G-overnor  Qeneral. 

Southern  Rhodesia 

.  •-        In'  Southern  Rhodesia,  production  for  1932  is  placed  unofficially  at 
10, .350, GOO  poiuids  against  8,522,000  pounds  officially  reported  for  1931, 
Mr.;  Taylor  states.    The  1952  figure  is  the  If-rgest  since  1928,  when 
24,943,000  pounds  were  produced.    This  year's  figure  includes  9,750,000 
po^ands-  of  Virginia  type,  of  which  82  per  cent  is  flue-cured  and  18  per  cent 
fire-cured.    In  1931,  the  Virginia  tjrpe  crop  stood  at  8,113,000  pounds,  of 
which  87  per  cent  was  flue-cured  and  13  per  cent  fire-cured.    The  Turkish 
crop  for  this  year  stands  at  600,000  pounds  against  409,000  pounds  in  1931. 
Southern  Rhodesia  is  the  leading  South  African  area  with  respect  to  tobacco 
exports  to  the  United  Kingdom.    A  goveriim.ent  agency  estims.tes  that  the 
British  consum.ption  of  Southern  Rhodesian  tobacco  has  increased  steadily 
from  1,093,000  poujids  in  1926  to  5,262,000  pounds  in  1931.    Reduced  stocks 
are  considered  favorable  for  the  m.arketing  of  the  1932  crop. 

Southern  Rhodesia  expects  to  ask  at  the  Ottawa  Conference  for  a 
greater  degree  of  im.perial  preference  for  tobacco,  Mr.  Taylor  states. 
Indications  are,  however,  that  efforts  to  evolve  a  national  tobacco  m.ar- 
l^ting  policy  for  Southern  Rhodesia  have  been  ham.pered        the  inability  of 
growers  to  agree  on  a  program..     The  governm.ent  has  offered  to  sponsor  leg- 
islation placing  a  lev-'-  on  all  tobacco  sales  to  prom.ote  a  m.arketing  plan 
provided  that  at  least  60  per  cent  of  the  growers  would  support  the  idea. 
So  far,  no  such  percentage  has  been  secured. 

ITorthern  Rhodesia 

The  1932  tobacco  crop  in  Northern  Rhiodesia  is  believed  to  be  som.e- 
what  in  excess  of  1931,  -hich  was  estim^ated  at  over  892,000  poun-j.s,  Mr. 
Taylor  states.    Most  of  the  crop  is  Virginia  tjrpe.    Of  the  1931  crop, 
350,000  pounds  of  Virginia  rrent  to  the  Union  and  400,000  ^ent  to  the  United 
Kingdom..     This  year's  quality  is  som.ewhat  better  than  .a  year  ago.     It  is 
estim.ated  that  about  90  per  cent  of  the  current  crop  will  be  flue-cured  and 
10  ner  cent  sun-cured.     There  will  be.  little,  if  any,  fire-cured  or  air- 
cured  loaf.  .  .  J

The  decline  in  the  consumption  of  tohacco  products  in  continental 
Europe  is  being  reflected' in  reduced ' takings  of  leaf  tohacco  from  the 
United  States,  according  to  J.  B.  Hutson,  tobacco  specialist  in  Europe  for 
the  Foreign  Agricultural  Service,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  How- 
ever, the  decline  in  consumption  has  "been  less  in  most  cases  in  those 
countries  in  ':7hich  the  larger  quantities  of  tobacco  from,  the  United  States 
are  used  than  in  m.ost  other  countries.     G-erm.any  is  an  exception  to  the 
above,  but  in  that  country  the  tax  regulations  vrhich  affected  adversely 
the  consum.ption  of  tobacco  from,  the  United  States  were  repealed  on  October 
1,  1931,  and  since  that  date  consumption  has  been  on  a  higher  level. 

The  prices  of  tobacco  products  hiave  been  increased  in  practically 
all  im.portant  continental  countries  during  the  past  tTvo  years.  During 
this  period  the  purchasing  power  of  consumers  has  been  reduced  drastically, 
and  the  prices  of  m.ost  other  comm.odities  have  declined  materially.  Con- 
sequently the  growth  in  consumption  of  tobacco  products  noted  prior  to 
1930  has  been  checked.     In  1931  consumption  of  tobacco  products  in  conti- 
nental Europe  was  about  10  per  cent  smaller  thian  in  1930.    This  decline 
has  continued  into  1932  but  it  appears  that  the  rate  of  the  decline-  is 
slightly  less  th^sn  that  for  the  latter  part  of  1931. 

The  quantity  of  flue-cured  tobacco  from,  the  United  States  used  by 
m.anufac tuning  plants  in  continental  Europe  appears  to  have  been  about  three 
m.illion  pounds  less  during  1931  than  it  was  during  the  previous  year.  A 
further  decline  of  between  one  and  thjree  m.illion  pounds  is  expected  in  1932 
In  1930  approxim.ately  42  million  pounds  of  these  types  were  used.  •  The  de- 
cline in  1931  was .  due  largely  to  the  reduced  exports  of  sm.oking  mixtures 
by  the  ITetherlands  and  reduced  consumption  of  blended  cigarettes  and  sm.ok- 
ing m-ixtures  in  which  these  t^rpes  are  used  in  other  countries.     Stoclis  ap- 
pear to  be  slightly  smaller  than  a  year  ago,  most  of  the  reduction  being  in 
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France.    Germany,  Prance,  the  Netherlands,  Belgium,  Spain  and  the  Scandi- 
navian countries  are  the  leading  continental  im.porters  of  these  types. 

G-ermany 

In  Germany  flue-cured  types  are  used  largely  in  fine-cut  smold.ng 
m.ixtures  for  pipes  and  home-m^de  cigarettes.    Consumption  of  these  mix- 
tures was  m.aintained  d^jring  the  early  part  of  1931  around  the  level  of  the 
previous  year.    Following  unfavorable  tax  regulationar  effective  on  May  1, 
1931,  consumption  of  these  m-ixtures  was  reduced  suhstantially .     These  regu- 
lations were  changed  on  Octoher  1,  1931 ,  and  since  that  tim.e  the  consump- 
tion of  these  mixtures  has  "been  m.aintained  at  a  level  well  ahove  that  pre- 
vailing during  the  period  May  to  September  hut  from  10  to  15  per  cent  helow 
that  prevailing  in  1930.    The  tax  rates  on  m-anufactured  cigarettes  m^de 
largely  from,  oriental  tohacco  were  reduced  on  July  1,  1931,  and  since  that 
tim.e  there  has  heen  a  m.arked  shift  to  this  class  of  products  and  hut  little 
further  gain  in  the  consum.ption  of  fine-cut  m.ixtures  is  expected  in  the 
imjuediate  future. 

France 

In  France  the  flue-cured  types  are  used  largely  in  hlended'  cigar- 
ettes and  in  smoking  m.ixtures.     Blended  cigarettes  contain  from.  50  to  75 
per  cent  of  these  types.     The  consum.ption  of  this  class  of  products  declined 
in  1931  and  has  heen  fiorther  reduced  during  the  present  year.     In  recent 
years  a  sm.all  proportion  of  flue-cured  types  has  heen  included  along  with 
several  other  tjrpes  in  the  m.ost  popular  French  smoMng  m.ixtures.     In  1931 
the  consumption  of  the  higher  priced  m.ixtures  declined  and  that  of  the 
lower  priced  m.ixtures  increased  leaving  hut  little  total  chjange  and  these 
shifts  are  continuing  in  1932.    Im.ports  of  flue-cured  tohacco  were  reduced 
m.aterially  in  1931  and  unless  there  has  heen  a  m.arhed  change  in  the  hlends 
of  the  lower  priced  smoking  m.ixtures  stocks  of  these  tjnpes  in  France  are 
suhstantially  lower  than  a  year  ago.    However,  due  to  the  decline  in  the 
consum.ption  of  hlended  cigarettes,  consum.ption  of  these  types  is  now  on  a 
lower  level  in  France. 

Netherlands 

In  the. Netherlands  flue-cured  tohacco  is  used  in  sm.oking  mixtures 
hoth  for  export  and  dom.estic  m.arkets  and  in  hlended  cigarettes,  largely  for 
dom.estic  consumption.    The  exports  of  sm.oking  m.ixtures  were  21  per  cent 
sm^-ller  in  1931  than  in  1930  and  exports  during  the  first  five  mionths  of 
1932  were  30  per  cent  helow  those  of  last  year.    However,  the  dom.estic  con- 
sum.ption of  sm.oking  mdxtures  and  hlended  cigarettes  in  which  these  t;;.'pies 
are  used  appears  to  have  heen  larger  in  1931  than  in  1930.     Im.ports  of 
flue-cured  tohacco  were  increased  in  1931  and  during  the  first  five  m.onths 
of  1932  they  were  30  per  cent  larger  than  during  the  corresponding  period 
of  1931.    Prices  of  ci^^arettes  were  advanced  on  July  1,  1931  and  again  on 
April  1,  1952,  and  there  has  heen  som.e  shift  from,  the  higher-priced  cigar- 
ettes m.ade  largely  from,  oriental  tohacco  to  sm.oking  m.ixtures.    The  particu- 
lar hrands  of  smio'd-ng  m.ixtures  in  which  flue-cured  tohacco  is  used  have 
gained  in  favor  and  it  appears  that  the  consum.ption  of  these  types  hy  m.anu- 
facturers  will  he  increased  in  1952  in  spite  of  the  reduced  export  trade.

In  Belgium  flue-cured  to^oacco  is  used  largely  in  "blended  cigarettes 
the  consunption  of  which  has  increased  in  recent  years.    Ho 'vever ,  tax  ra.tes 
on  cigarettes  were  increased  in  July  1931,  and  it  now  appears  that  the 
growth  in  consumption  has  "been  checked  and  consmption  inay  decline  slightly 
du.ring  the  present  year.     Imports  of  flue-cured  to'bacco  were  not  greatly 
changed  in  1931  and  stocks  are  believed  to  he  approxim.ately  the  same  as  a 
year  ago . 

SiJain 

Spain,  after  im.porting  no  flue-cured  tobacco  in  1930,  took  more  than 
3  m.illion  pounds  in  1931.    ITo  recent  inform.ation  as  to  the  uses  of  these 
tj'pes  in  Spain  is  available.     The  consum.ption  of  cigarettes  and  smoking 
mixtures  was  slightlj''  larger  in  1931  than  in  1930  "but  prices  were  increased 
effective  April  1,  1932. 

Scandinavian  countries 

In  ITorway  flue-cured  tobacco  is  used  largely  in  low-priced  cigar- 
ettes.    Tax  rates  on  cigarettes  and  sm-old.ng  mixtures  were  increased  on 
Septem-ber  1,  1951,  and  the  total  consum.ption  of  tobacco  products  during  the 
year  ended  June  30,  1931,  was  about  10  per  cent  below  that  of  t'rie  previous 
j^ear.    However,  the  tax  rate  increase  was  less  for  low-priced  than  for  high- 
priced  cigarettes  and  the  consum.ption  of  the  low-priced  group  m.ay  have  been 
m.aintained  at  form^er  levels  or  possibly  increased.     Im.ports  of  all  types  of 
tobacco  including  flue-cured  into  Norway  were  reduced  slightly  in  1931. 
Flue-cured  imports  have  been  com.parat ively  high  during  the  first  part  of 
1932.     In  Dermiark  and  Sweden  flue-cured  tobacco  is  used  largely  in  the  m.ed- 
ium  and  better  grades  of  smoking  mixtures.     The  consum:ption  of  smo-cLng  mix- 
tures was  not  greatly  ch^anged  in  either  country  in  1931.     In  Sweden,  the 
prices  of  a  few  brands  of  cigarettes  were  advanced  from.  5  to  10  per  cent 
and  the  prices  of  most  brands  of  sm.oking  mixtures  were  advanced  from.  10  to 
20  per  cent  on  March  1,  1932,  and  these  changes  m.ay  result  in  some  decline 
in  the  cons^om-ption  of  the  brands  of  sm.oking  m.ixtures  in  which  flue-cured 
tobacco  is  used.     In  Denm.ark  the  consum.ption  of  sm.oking  m.ixtures  was  _re- 
duced  slightly  in  1931. 


By  combining  the  above  estim.ates  for  continental  Europe  with  those 
in  a  recent  report  relating  to  the  British  Isles  (?.S.  T-77,  July  8,  1952), 
figures  are  arrived  at  as  to  the  total  consumption  of  flue-cured  tobacco 
in  Europe.    Estimates  in  the  two  reports  indicate  that  the  consum.ption  of 
flue-cured  tobacco  from,  the  United  States  by  manufacturers  in  E'orope  in 
1932  will  be  between  170  and  180  m.illion  pounds.     In  1931  the  consum.ption 
of  these  types  by  m.anuf actur ers  in  Europe  am.ounted  to  appro xim.at el y  190 
million  pounds  com.pared  with  ?07  m.illion  pounds  in  1930  and  200  m.illion 
pounds  in  1929.    The  con3Um.pt ion  of  these  t^qses  oj  m.anuf acturer s  in  EuTope 
was  approxim.ately  40  per  cent  larger  in  1929  than  in  1925.

The  consumption  of  tobacco  from  the  United  States  "by  m.anufacturers  in 
Europe  is  exp-ected  to  "be  "between  7  and  10  per  cent  less  during  the  current 
year  than  it  was  in  1931,  acccrdin>s  to  T.  3.  Hut  son,  to"bacco  specialist  in 
Europe  for  the  Foreign-  Agricultural  Service,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics 
The  consum.ption  of  all  important  types  except  j.'aryland,  Burley  and  Paducah 
fire-cured  is  well  helo^  the  1951  level.     In  1931  total  consum-ption  of  United 
States  t'^Ties  was  7  per  cent  less  than  it  was  in  1930.    prices  of  most  United 
States  tjTpes  have  ceased  to  decline  and  in  some  cases  have  advanced,  "but  the 
improvem.ent  in  this  respect  is  due  to  the  prospective  reduction  in  supplies 
ra.ther    than  to  an  imfprcved  demiand. 

The  reduced  consum.pticn  of  to'bacco  from;  the  United  States  is  due 
largely  to  heavier  declines  in  the  consumption  of  to&acco  products,  larger 


increases  in  the  use  of  other  tj'pes  of  tobacco,  and. further  reductions  in  the 
exports  of  to"baccc  products.     The  declines  in  the  consumption  of  to'bacco  prod 
ucts  are  due  largel3''  to  the  high  prices  of  to"ba.cco  products  and  the  low  pur- 
chasing power  of  consumers.    Tot  rn^any  furt'ner  price  . increases  are  expected 
ajid  som.e  price  reductions  •  have  "been  noted  recently  "but  no  m-ar'^ed  price  re- 
ductions  are  expected  until  state  "budgets  are  m.ore  nearly  "balanced.  Indus- 
tria.1  activity  has  advanced  m.oderatoly  in  somie  lines  "but  increases  sufficient 
to  result  in  m.arked  growth  in  the  consum.ption  of  to'bacco  are  not  expected 
within  the  next  few  months  unless  there  rre  m.ore  definite  a^^roem-ints  as  to 
reparation  and  deht  pavments  and  somiC  rem.oval  of  trade  restrictions.  ^ 

ITo  substantial  decrease  in  the  use  of  c om^pet in types  of  to'bacco  is 
exToected  until  ther<5  is  a  me_r:red  chan~e  in  the  foreisn  trade  policies.  Ex- 
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ports  of  tolDacco  products  are  still  declining  "but  the  tol)acco  manufacturing 

industry  is  "being  further  devslop'ed  in  some  of  the  countries  to  which  manu- - 

factured  products  were  exported  formerly  and  an'  increase  in  direct  shipm.ents 

of  leaf  tohacco  from,  the  United'  States  to  these  countries  m.ay  "before  a  great 

while  offset  further  declines  in  shipm.ents  to  Europe  hecause  of  reduced 

European  exports  of  m.anufactured  products. 

Consum.ption 'of  "  to"bacco  products 

The  consum.ption  of  to'bacco  products  in  13  European  countries  was  ap- 
proxim.ately  3,4  per  cent  less  during  the  first  8  m.onths  of  1932  than  during 
the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous  year.     In  1931  consum.ption  in  these 
sam.e  countries  was  6.1  per  cent  less  than  in  1930.    All  classes  of  tohacco 
products  continue  to  share  in  this  decline  hut  the  consumption  of  cigars  and 
the  higher-priced  cigarettes  has  declined  more  than  that  of  other  classes  of 
tohacco  products,  '    '  ■

Prices  of  to'bacco  products 

There  have  heen  som.c  further  increases  in  the  prices  of  to'bacco  prod- 
ucts during  1932,,  hut  price  reductions  are  also  beginning  to  take  place.  The 
m.arked  advances  in  tax  rates  in  1930  and  1931  resulted  in  som.e  cases  in  so 
great  a  reduction  in  consum.ption  that  total  receipts  from,  this  source  declined 
During  April  1932,  cigarette  prices  were  increased'  in  the  Netherlands  and 
Spain,  and  :,n  _A'^-mst  cigarette  prices  were  advanced  in  Portugal.    Data  as  to 
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consumption  nave  not  "been  obtained  for  the  latter  two  countries  "but  it  is 
pro'ba'ble  thpt  there  has  "been  some  reduction.     The  April  increase  in  the  ITeth- 
erlands  was  the  second  within  a  year  and  the  growth  in  cigarette  consiLT.pt ion 
noted  in  recent  -"-enrs  was  checked  in  1931  and  is  now  declining  in  this  coun- 
try.    C-igarette  prices  in  the  ^"Netherlands  are  now  20  per  cent  higher  than 
t':ey  were  during  the  early  part  of  1931.    Hov^ever,  as  will  "be  explained  later, 
these  domestic  price  and  consum.ption  changes  in  the  '"Netherlands  have  not  had 
an  unfavora'ble  effect  upon  the  consum.ption  of  to"bacco  from,  the  United  States. 

During  the  latter  part  of  1931  prices  of  roll  tobacco  were  advanced 
slightly  in  the  United  Kinj9^..-*  "because  of  increased  im.port  duties  and  cigar 
prices  v.-ere  increased  slightly  in  Yugoslavia,     These  increases  were  partially 
offset  "by  smiall  reductions  in  the  prices  of  cigarettes  and  sm.ol'ri.ng  m.ixtures 
in  G-erm.anv  and  reduced  cigar  prices  in  Hungary,  all  effective  during  the 
latter  part  of  1931. 

Industrial  activity  and  the  purchasing  power  of  consum.ers 

In  the  United  Kingdom.,  following  the  ahandonm.ent  of  the  gold  standard 
in  Septemher  1931  and  the  increase  in  im:port  duties  shortly  thereafter, 
there  was  an  im.provem.ent  in  business  sentim.ent,   som.e  increase  in  industrial 
activity  and  som.e  decrease  in  un em.pl o ".nnen t .    However,  during  the  past  summer 
industrial  activitjr  receded  near  to  the  1931  level  and  the  num.ber  of  unem.- 
ployed  increased  to  that  level.     The  settlement  of  the  textile  strihe,  recent 
further  increases  in  im.port  duties,  and  the  further  depreciation  of  the  cur- 
rency are  likely  to  result  in  at  least  a  te.mporary  increase  in  industrial 
activity,  .but-.taking  into  account  the  rise  in  prices  that  may  follow  the  in- 
crease in  im;port  duties  and  the  depreciation  of  the  currency  it  is  doubtful 
if  ti:is  increase  in  purchasing  power  during  the  next  few  months  will  be  suf- 
ficient to  result  in  any  m.aterial  increase  in  the    consumption  of  comjnodit ies 
such  as  tobacco. 

In  Continental  Europe  following  the  announcem.ent  of  the  agreemicnts 
reached  at  Lausanne  there  was  a  m.arked  im.provem.ent  in  business  sentim.ent  in 
m.ost  countries,  ani  recently  pro'^uction  has  increased  in  som.e  industries, 
particularly  the  textile  industry.    However,  industrial  activity  along  m.ost 
lines  has  rem^ained  at  a  low  level.    Although  there  m.av  be  som^e  further  im.- 
provem.ent in  industrial  activity/  durin-^^  the  next  few  m.onths  present  indica- 
tions are  that  the  num.ber  of  unem.plo.yed  during  the  com.ing  winter  will  be 
alm.ost  as  large  as  last  winter  in  m.ost  countries  and  larger  in  som.e  countries 
unless  unexpected  developm.ent s  take  place. 

Exports  of  tobacco  products 

The  United  Kingdcm.  and  the  ■^Te therlands  are  the  principal  exporters  of 
products  in  which  tobacco  from.  the.  Unit ed.  States  is  used.     The  United  kingdom, 
has  a  large  export  trade  in  cig.-^rettes  m.ade  alm.ost  entirely  from  flue-cured 
tobacco  from,  the  United  States.     In  1929  approxim.ately  33  m.illion  pounds  of 
this  product  were  exported  but-  e?:ports  declined  to  31  m.illion  pounds'  in  1930. 
This  decline  has  continued  at  an  accelerated  rate,  since  1930  and  exports  dur- 
ing the  first  8  m.onths  of  1932  were  26  per  cent  below  those  for  the  corres- 
ponding period  of  1931  and  are  about  one-half  those  of  1930.    However,  recent 
developm.ents  indicate  that  this  decline  m.ay  not  continue  much  further  and  som.e 
of  the  late  losses  m.ay  have  been  offset  by  gains  in  other  directions.  China, 


formerly  the  largest  importing  countr-''-,   took:  less  'than  one-half  m.illion 
pounds,  of  cigarettes  during  "'the'  first  8  m.onths  of  this  year.     Total  e:-q)orts 
to  other  countries  which  wer.e  4S  per  cent  smaller  in  1931  than  in  1930  have 
not  declined  during  the  current  3/ear  and  are  no'v  around  the  1931  level, 
losses  in  India  having  "been  offset  "by  ^rains  in  som.e  other  countries.  A- 
large  part  of  the  loss'  in  China  appears  to  hate  heen  due  to  the  fact  that 
efforts  have  "been  m.ade  to  further  develop  the  Chinese  toDacco  m.onuf ac "uring 
industry.     Shipments  of  loaf  tohacco  from,  the  United  States  to  China  were  ■ 
increa.sed  in  1931  and  it  is  prooahle  that  a  p?^rt  of  this  increase  has  dis- 
placed cigarettes  from,  the  United  Kingdom..  .  With  Chinese  cigarette  im.ports 
no^.v  at  a  low  level  and  gains  "being  registered  'in  several  other  countries 
ciga„rette  exports  oy  the  United  Kingdom,  are  not  expected  to  decline  helow 
present  l-evels  unless  unexpected  developm.ents  ta^^e' place . ' 

In  1929  the  >Tetherlands  eT<ported  13.5  m.illion  pounds  of  sm.old.ng  m.ix- 
tures.     Both  flue-cured  types  and  fire-cured  types  from,  the  United  States 
are  used  in  these  m.ixtures.     In  1930  exports  declined  8  per  cent,''  in  1931 
they  declined  21  per.  cent,  and  during  the  first  8  m.onths  of  1932  they  were 
32  per  cent  ■be.low  those  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last  vear.  Form.er- 
ly  the  Dutch  T'ast  Indies  took  ahout  one-half  the  e>rports  of  these  m.ixtures 
and.  because  of  low  prices  of  raw  m^aterials  her  takings  ha.ve  "been  reduced,  to 
a  low  level.     The  prices  of  raw 'mat erials  exported  "by  the  .Dutch  East  Indies 
have  advanced  from,  the  low  level  of  last  summer  hut  are  still  too  low  to 
perm.lt  any  large  . am.ount .  of  purchasing  power.     Although  exports  of  sm.oking 
m.ixtures  hy  the  ^Netherlands  m.ay  not  decline  greatly  "below  present  levels  no 
m^arked.  increase  is  expected  until  the  prices  of  raw  materials  such  as  ruhher, 
sugar  and  Java  and  Sum.atra  tohacco  show  a  well  m.aintained  advance.  Supplies 
of  m.ost  of  these  products  are  still  large. 

Production  and  stocks  of  comipeting  t:/pes 

Supplies  of  dark  air-cured  tchacco  gro^TO  in  European  countries,  the 
Dutch  East  Indies,  South  Am.erica,  and  the  British  Colonies  have  heen  large 
during  the  past  year  and  are  now  larger  than  a  year  ago.     These  tirpes  com.- 
pete  to  a  lim.ited  extent  with  the  lower  grades  of  m.ost  of  the  t^'-pe's'  im.ported 
from,  the  United  States  and  this  com.petition  is  m.ore  m.arked  during  periods' 
such  as  the  present  when  consum.ers  tend  to  give  m;ore  attei'ition  to  prices  of 
products  and  less  to  quality  than  during  m.ore  normal  times.     In  the  case  of 
European  grown  t;^^pes  the  com.petition  in  m.ost  cases  is  within  the  country  in 
which  the  tohacco  is  grown  rather  than  in  other  countries  and  is  often  af- 
fected hy  nationalistic  policies:     Some  of  the  types  produced  in  Hungary  are 
an  exception  to  the  ahove  in  that  they  com.pete  to  a  limited  extent  in  other 
countries .  •  ........ 

Prelim.inary  estim.a.tes  indicate  increases  in  production  in  1932  in 
Chechoslovakia,  Erance ,  G-ei'm.any  and  Poland,     In  Hungary  the  acreage  has  heen 
reduced  hut  a  record  crop  was  grown  last,  year  a.nd  stocks  .are  reported  to  he 
large.    ■'"0  information  has  heen  received  as  to  the  1932  Italian  crop  hut  the 
1931  crop  finally  r  turned  out  to  he  substantially  lar^^er  than  was  expected 
ea.rly  and  stoc'^s  are  believed  to  be  large  also  in  that  country.  Definite 
estim.ates  have  not  been  m.ade  for  Spain  and  Belgium,  but  no  m.arked  changes 
from,  the  crops  of  last  :^^ear  are  exnected  in  these  countries.. 
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.    .-      The  1931  crop  of  Java,   sold  in  the  spring:  of  193'2 ,  ran  henvily  to  the 
cutting  grades,  and  prices  of  those  ^^r.odes  have  been  "unusually  low.     Ttio  cut- 
tin-^  grades  of  South  American  lepf  have  also  sold  a,t  low  prices  during  the 
past  ;7-ea,r.     Imports  have  increased  and  stochs  of  these  t-rpes  appear  to  he 
larger  than  a  ^^ear  ago  in  several  continental  countries,     Ihe  United  Kingdom 
has  increased  her  im.ports  and  consumption  of  colonial  tohacco  during  the  cur- 
rent year.'    Stoc'-:s  of  colonial  grown  tohacco  in  the  United  Kingdom,  are  4 
million  pounds  larger  than  a  year  ago  and  consum.ption  of  these  t^rpes  during 
the  current  year  will  he  between  3  and  5  m.illion  pounds  larger  than  in  1931, 

otochs  of  le^f  tohacco  from,  the  United  States 

European  stoc'is  of  m.ost  im.portant  types  of  tobacco  from;  the  United 
States,  except  Paducah  fire-cured,  are  sm.aller  than  a  year  ago.     In  the 
United  Kingdom,  total  stocks  were  11  mdllion  pounds  sm.aller  on  Septemher  1, 
than  a  year  earlier  and  stoch.s  of  }?m.pire  gro^vn  leaf  ^'^■ere  4  m.illion  pounds 
larger,  indicating  a  decrease  in  United  States  leaf  of  approxim.ately  15 
million  paunds  or  5  per  cent.    Cn  October  1  in  the  three  ports,  London,  Liv- 
erpool and  C-lasgow,   stoc]':s  of  flue-cured  tobacco  were  5  per  cent  less  and 
s.tocks  of  fire-cured  tobacco  2  per  cent  less  than  on  October  1,  1931.  Stocks, 
particul.-^rly  G-reen  River,'  also  appear  to  be  smaller  in  the  Irish  Free  State. 

In  Continental  Europe  stocks  of  Paducah  fire-cured  tobacco  are  larger 
than  a  year  ago,  the  increases  being  in  France  and  Spain,  the  countries  in 
which  this  type  is  largely  used.     Stocks  of  Clarksville-Hopkinsville  fire- 
cured  have  been  reduced  further  because  of  exchange  restrictions  in  G-erm.any 
and  depreciated  currencies  in  the  Scandinavian  countries.     Stocks  of  -'aryland 
and  Burl e 3^  do  not  appear  to  be  m.aterially  different  from,  those  of  a  vear  ago. 

Fire-cured  types 

Eu.ropean  consum.ption  of  fire-cured  tobacco  in  1932  is  expected  to  be 
approxim.ately  80  m.illion  pounds  com.pared  with  appro. xim.at el 87  m.illion  pounds 
in  1931.     Earopean  consum.ption  of  these  types  declined  m.aterially  from.  1925 
to  1930  and  d.uring  the  latter  year  was  appro xim.at el y  92  m.illion  pounds  com- 
pared with  120  m.illion  pounds  in  1925. 

The  cons-um.ption  of  the  Paducah  types  is  being  m.aintained  during  the 
current  vear  nearer  the  1931  level  than  that  of  other  fire-cured  ty^oes  al- 
though there  has  been  a  sm.all  decline  in  the  consum.ption  of  this  type.  Dur- 
ing earlier  years,  particularly  from.  1923  to  1927,  there  were  larger  declines 
in  the  consum.ption  of  the  Paducah  type  than  there  were  in  the  consumption  of 
other  fire-cured  t;^,rpf'S.     The  declines  of  1932  are  due  largely  to  the  increased 
use  of  stem.s  instea.d  of  lugs  of  the  Clarksville-Hopldnsville  t:me  in  low- 
priced  smiolring  m.ixti-^/res  in  G-erm.any,  the  reduced  exrjorts  of  smioking  m.ixtures 
in  which  the  Clarksville-HopMnsville  t.ype  is  used  in  the  ^^eth^-Tlands ,  and 
the  increased  substitution  of  colonial  gro'vn  tobacco  for  -enderson  stemm.ing 
and  Virginia,  fire-cured  in  the  United  Kingdom.. 

France ;     In  recent  vears  appro  xima.t  el  y  25  m.illion  pounds  of  fire-cured 
tobacco  im.ported  from,  the  United  Stptes  have  been  used  annually  in  France. 
For  the  m.ost  pprt  light  bodied,   thin  leaf  and  lu^rs  of  the  Paducah  type  are 
used.     These  gra.des  are  used  lar-^el^  in  dar'-  sm.okin'T  m.ixtures  the  total  con- 
sum.ption  of  which  was  appro  xim.at  el  v  the  samie  in  1931  as  c'urin.^  the  previous 
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year.    T'ost  of  those  mixtures  are  lo"'-priced  as  compared  Tvith  other  products, 
"but  som.e  are  priced  lower  than  others.     In  the  lower-priced  m.ixtures  Paducah 
seconds  and  lugs  are  used  while  in  the  "better  m.ixtures  Paducah  leaf  is  used. 
The  consumption  of  the  "better  mixtures  declined  in  1931  and  has  "been,  further 
reduced  during  1932,  "but  these  declines  have  "been  partly  offset  "by  increases 
in  the  lower-priced -rndxtures .     ---owever,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  proportion 
of  fire-cured  to"bacco  is  slightlj^  higher  in  the  "better  grades  thaJi  in  the 
lower  grades,   it  is  proha'ble  th-t  the  total  consumption  of  t^"^e  fire-cured 
types  in  these  m.ixtures  wa.s  slightly  less  during  1931  than  durins:  the  previ- 
ous yean.     The  consum.ption  of  sm.cMn.--":  m.ixtures  was  3  per  cent  less  during 
the  first  8  months  of  this  year  than  during  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
year. 

Som.e  fire-cured  tchacco  is  used  in  chewing  tohacco  and  snuff  in  Prance 
and, consum.ption  of  these  .products  A'^as  slightly  sm.aller  in  1931  than  in  193C, 
ajid  this  decline  has  continued  into  1932.     Considering  .th.ese  various  changes 
it  appears  that  the  consuroTDtion  of  fire-cured  to"bacco  in  Prance  this  ;i^ear 
will  "be  "between  one-half  and  one  mdllion  pounds  less  than  last  vear. 

Iijiports  of  the  Paducah  t-^^-pes  were  helo'^  the  nuantit.y  c-^nsum.ed  in  1929, 
apove  in  1930  and  "below  again  in  1931.     Puring  the  first  eiffht  m.onths  of 
1932  m.ore  than  a  full  ye^^r' s  supply  was  im.ported  and  with  no  further  im.ports 
stocks  on  -January  1,  1933,  would  "be  larger  than  a  year  earlier,  when  they  were 
unusually  low. 

The  ITetherlands ;     The  consum.ption  of  fire-cured  tohaccc  has  declined 
in  the  ITetherlands  during  the  past-  two  years  due  largely-  to  reduced  exports 
of  sm.oking ' m.ixtures  in  which  these  tjrpes  are  used.     In  1931  m-anufa.cturers  in 
the  "etherl,ands  used  aoproxim:ately  12.0  m.illion  pounds,  largely-  the  Cl-^rhs- 
ville-Hopkinsville  t.^rpe .     This  figure  represented  a  decline  of  ahout  one 
million  pounds  "below  consumption  in  1930  and  one  and  one-half  m.illion  pounds 
helow  that  of  1929.  ■  : 

Between  one-third  and  one-half  the  fire-cured  to'bacco  im.ported  into 
the  Netherlands  is  used  in  smiO-'d-ng  m.ixtures  for  export  trade,  -  and  due  to  t"ne 
reduced  volum.e  of  this  trade  it  is  estim^ated  that  alm.ost  one  m.illion  pounds 
less  fire-cured  to'bacco  '-viH  "be  used  in  these  products  for -export  in  1952 
than  in  1931.     In  sm.o]-:ing  m.ixtures  for  export  li-ght  "brown  leaf  and  seconds 
of  good  qualitv  are  largely  used. 

During  1931,  the  domestic  consum.ption  of  smioMng  m.ixtures  increased 
slightly  following: -a  4  yeai'  period  during  which  there  was  little  c\an'~e  in 
the  consum.ption  of  this  class  of  products.     Consum.pticn  data  'oy  classes  of 
products  are  not  available  for  any  part  of  1932  "but  in  view  of  the  tendencies 
noted  in  1931  and  the  increased  cigarette  prices  there  m.ay  "be.  a  further 
sm.all  increase  in  the  consum.ption  of  sm-okine-T  m.ixtures  during  the  current 
year.     In  som.e  of  the  dom.estic  products,  darker  and  heavien  "bodied  grades  are 
used  than  in  the  products  f-^r  export. 

The  British  Isles:     Ap-oroxim.ately  ten  m.illion  pounds  of  fire-cured  to- 
'bacco were  used  "by  mianuf acturers  in  the  United  T'^in.^dom  and  the  Irish  "'ree 
State  in  1931,  com.pared  with  ahout  11  m.illion  pounds  in  1930  and  12  m.illion 
pounds  in  1929.     Takings  in  these  countries  ran  heavily  to  ^-^enderson  stemm.ing 
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"but  some  of  the  Clrnrksville-Hoplri.nEville  and  Paducah  t:^rpes  are  also  used. 
Present  indications  are  that, the  quantity  of  t'lese  types  used  in  1932  will 
not  sreatly  exceed  8  million  pounds.     The  "better  grades  of  wrappers  from  the 
United  States  are  hein^^  displaced  to  a  less  extent  than  a.re  other  grades. 

The  ahove  mentioned  t^'pes  are  ma.miiactured  into  roll  to"bacco  used 
largely  in  pipes.     The  decline,  in  the  cons-oinption  of  these  t;^^es  in  recent 
years  has  "been  most  m.arked  in  the  United  Kin-^dom.  and  has  "been  due  to  the  in- 
creased substitution  of  Em.pire-groTO  tchacco,  particularly  fillers  in  roll 
tohacco.     Empire-grown  tohacco  enjoys  a  preferential  rate  of  at  present  ex- 
change of  34  cents  per  po^-md  in  the  United  Kingdom..     The  im.port  duty  was  in- 
creased in  1931  "but  the  difference  in  the  rate  for  Em.pire-grown  and  foreign- 
grown  to"bacco  was  unchanged.    However,  -rith  the  increased  rates  m.anuf acturers 
found  it  necessary  to  either  increase  prices  of  old  products  or  introduce  new 
products  containing  m.ore  Em.pire-gro"^a  tolDa.cco.    flew  "brands  miade  entirely  or 
largely  from.  Em.pire-grown  to'bacco,  were  introduced  and  these  new  "brands  were 
sold  at  the  sam.e  or  slightl;/  lower  prices  than  those  prevailing  for  the  old 
rands  prior  to  the,  increase  in  the  im.port  duty.     Sales  of  these  new  brands 
Pre  increasing.    At  present,  popular  "brands  made  from.  Em.pire-grown  to"bacco 
sell  retail  at  10  and  11  cents  per  ounce  com.pared  with  13  cents  per  ounce  for 
the  "brands  in  which  dark  to"bacco  from,  the  United  States  is  used.  Henderson 
stemm.ing  apparently  has  suffered  m.ost  "by  these  changes.     The  "better  grades 
of  wrappers  are  "being  displaced  to  a  less  extent  than  are  other  grades. 

Germiany;    Approxim.ately  7  m.illion  pounds  of  fire-cured  to'bacco  from, 
the -United  States  were  used  in  G-erm.any  in-193l,  and  in  addition  a  consider- 
a"ble  quantity  of  fire-cured  stem.s.     This  is  a  sm.all  reduction  from,  the  quanti- 
ty of  leaf  used  a.nnually  during  the  two  preceding  years.     Total  consumiption 
so  far  in  1932  appears  to  he  around  the  1931  level,  but  there  has  been  a  de- 
cline in  the  consum.ption  of  spinners,  seconds  and  lugs  and  a  m.arked  gain  in 
the  use  of  stem.s. 

In  G-erm.any  the  m.edium.  to  low  priced  spinner  grades  of  t:ie  Clarksville- 
Hopkinsville  and  Virginia  types  are  m:anufactured  into  roll  tobacco  used 
largely  for  chewing,  the  consum.ption  of  which  is  runnin^r  10  per  cent  below 
the  1931  level.     Seconds,  lugs  and  stem.s  of  these  types  are  used  in  sm.old.ng  , 
mdxtures  and  to  a  sm.all  extent  in  snuff.     There  was  a  decline  in  the  consum.p- 
tion of  both  fhese  products  in  1931,  but  conPum.ption  so  far  in  1932  has  been 
around  the  1931  level.    However,  due  to  thie  fact  that  the  im.port  duty  is 
lower  on  stem.s  than  on  leaf,  large  quantities  of  the  fcrm.er  h.ave  recently 
been  used,  in  low-priced  sm.oking  m.ixtures  displacing  considerable  quantities 
of  fire-cured  seconds  and  lugs.     These  changes  indicate  that  the  consum.ption 
of  all  grades  of  fire-cured  leaf  will  be  less  than  last  year  and  the  total 
decline  m.ay  be  as  much  as  two  m.illion  poun-^s.

These  grades  are  used  largely  in  lc"^-priced  pipe  m.ixtures,  the  consum.ption  of 
which  has  not  greatly  changed  in  recent  vears  and  no  m.an:ed  change  is  expected 
during  the  present  year.     There  m.ay  be  shifting  fromi  somie  types  to  others  as  . 
m.any  Belgian  m.anufac turers  change  "blends  whenever  it  is  found  that  new  types 
or  grades  are  available  at  lower  prices. 
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•   Switzerland;  '  Approximately  5  million  pounds  of  Cla.rlcsville-Hopla.ns- 
ville  and  Virginia  i ire-cured  tobacco  were  used  in  S";it z.erland  annually  in 

1930  and  1931.     These  types  are  used  largelv  in  Virginia  and  stumpen  cigars 
and  to  a  lesser  extent  in  smoking  mixtures.     Some  wrappers  are  used  for 
cigars  "but  over  half  the  takings  consist  of  seconds  and  lugs  for  fillers. 
Due  to  the  fact  that  m.ilder  cizars  g.re  gaining  in  favor  increasing  qu.antities 
of  other  tjrpes  are  "being  su'bstituted  in  the  stnjrpen.  cigars ;  also  exoorts  of 
Virginia  cigars  have  declined  su"bstantially  during-  the  present  year.  Because 
of  these  chane"es  consumption  of  fire-cured  tolDacco'.  is  likely  to  "be  reduced- 
app'roxim.atel7  one-half  m.illi'^n  pounds  in  1932, 

Srain;     Early  in  1932  the  totacco  mibnopol^/  of  Spain  purchased,  approx- 
imiately  15  million  pounds  of  fire-cured  tchacco  '  largely  lugs  and  seconds  of 
the  pad.ucah  type,  a  large  part  of  which  has  "been  delivered.     Spanish  takings 
have  been  irreg-alar  in  recent  years  and  in  1930  and  1931  very  little  fire- 
cured  tobacco  was  imported.    Average  annual  im.ports  of  these  types  during 
the  period  from.  1924  to  1931  inclusive  were  appro  xim.at  el  y  12  m-illion  pound.s . 
Imports  have  been  som.ewhat  sm^aller  during'  the  la'tter  part  of  the  period  than 
during  the  early  part  and  it  is  probable  that  consumption  in  1931  did  not 
greatly  exceed  10  m.illion  pounds.  ' 

Fire-cured  tobacco  is  used  in  sm-old-ng  mixtures ,   the  consum.ption  of 
which  increased  from.  1921  to  1927  and  has  since  rem.ained  around  the  1*927 
level.     There  is  no  evidence  of  a  m^arked  change  in  blends  of  sm.oking  mixtures 
and  consum.ption  of  fire-cured  tobacco  in -1932  i"s  expected  to-be; ..around  the

Pc  rtugal ;     In  1931'  approxim.r  tely  2  miillion  pounds  of  fire-cured  to- 
bacco from,  the  United  States  were  used  in  Portugal,   som^e  of  all  types  being 
used.     TaMngs  of  each  type  largely  consisted  of  seconds  and.  lugs.  These 
grades  are  used  largely  in  low-priced  smiokin"  mixtures,  the  consum.ption  of 
which  has  declined  in  recent  years.     It  is  estima.ted  that  from.  1926  to  1931 
cigarette  consLim.ption  increased  from,  appro xim.at el y  2  m.illion  pounds  to  approx- 
imiately  3  m.illion  pounds  and  that  the  consum.ption  of  sm:okin.=:  mdxtures  declined 
from,  approxim.ately  6  m-illion  pounds     in  1926  to  a  figure  but  little  over  5  •"

Scandinavian  countries:     In  Denm-ark,  Norway  and  Sweden  approxim.ately 
5  m-illion  pounds  of  fire-cured  tobacco  ^ere  used  in  1931.     Cla.r''':sville-^- op- 
kinsville  and  Virginia  spinners  of  good  qua;lity  along  with  som.e  of  the  lower 
grades  are  used  in  chewing  and  sm.o3ri.n-~  tobacco  and  dar'-i  heavy  bodied  grades 
are  used  in  snuff.     Tell  over  half  the  total  quantity  of  these  -types  con- 
sumied  in  these  couritries  was  used  in  snuff,  largely  in  Sweden,  the  consuTiP- 
tion  of  which  has  not  greatly  changed  'dwUring  the  past  three  j'-ears .     The  com.- 
bined  consum.ption  of  chewing  and  sm:cking  tobacco  in  these  countries  was  ap- 
proxim.ately 5  per  cent  less  in  1931  than  in  1930.     Consum.ption  of  these  types 
in  1932  is  expected  to  be  around  1931  levels  with  possibly  a  sm.all  decline.

Seconds 
a,nd  lu^^s  of  t'i:e  fi'''c-cured  t'^pes  ^^ere  used  lari?:ely  in  lo"^-priccd  smoln.n£; 
m.ixtures.     These  tvpes  appear  to  ha.ve  "been  'iisplacei  to  a  lar.c:;e  extent  "by 
dom.estic  gro^'^vn  tohacco.     Imports  of  fire-cured  tohaoco  have  not  exceeded  5 
m.illion  pounds  durin":  any  one  year  since  1938  and  in  1931  they  were  sli.f^htly 
"below  one  m.illion  pounds.     So  far  in  1933  im.ports  have  "been  around  1931 
levels. 

I taly ;    Aftf-r  havins:  declined  for  several  vears  consum.ption  of  firo- 
cured  tohacco  in  Italy  appears  for  the  past  two  years  to  have  "been  around  two 
m.illion  pounds  annually.     This  consists  largely  in  wrappers  for  the  so-called 
"Virginia  and  Toscania  cigars.     The  fire-cured,  to'bacco  form.erly  imported  from, 
the  United  States  and  used  for  other  purposes  ha.s  "been  largely  displaced^  'oj 
dom.estic  grown  to'oacco.     There,  are  no  indications  of  any  recent  cha.nge  in  the 
ta:d.ngs  of  these  tjpes  and  consum.ption  in  1932  is  expected  to  "be  around  1930 
and  1931  levels. 

Maryland  and  Burley 

Approximately  8  m.illion  pounds  of  Maryland  and  an  equal  quantity  of 
Burley  were  used  in  ]?arope  in  1931.     The  consum.ption  of  Maryland  to'bacco  has 
declined  in  recent  years  largely  hecause  of  high  prices  as  com.pared  with 
other  types  of  tohacco.     In  spite  of  this  situation,  however,  the  consL-urption 
has  continued  to  increase  in  S'^^it zerland  where  Mar^^land  cigarettes  are  in 
great  favor.     France  is  still  the  largest  user  of  this  type,  although  con- 
s^om-pti-sn  ■  Ims  decliiied  in  recent  vears.     In  France  it  is  consum.ed  largely  in 
s.m.oldng  mdxtures.     In  the  Netherlands  considerable  quantities  are  used,  lar- 
gely in  sm.oking  m.ixtures,  "but  here  again  consum.ption  has  declined  in  recent 
years . 

The  consum.ption  of  Burley  has  incre^-sed  in  recent  years  although  the 
quantity  consum.ed  is  still  small.     In  several  countries  it -is.  used  in  "blended 
cigarettes  similar  to  those  popular  in  the  United  Sta.tes,  hut  in  miost  cases 
these  "blended  cigarettes  are  regarded  as  luioiry  products  and  sell  at  prices 
som.ewhat  high.er  than  those  at  which  m.ost  other  h rands  with  equal  costs  are 
soldc.     Blended  cigaretle  .prices  are  more  nea.rly  in  line  y^ith  other  c-^'.garette 
prices  in  Portugal  and  Switzerland  than  in  m.ost  other  coimtries  and  in  Portu- 
gal and  Switzerland  their  consijmption  has  en.joyed  rapid  growth.  Howev^-r, 
prices  of  hlended  ci^-arettes  were  advanced  during  Au,':.:'jst  1932,  in  Portugal 
and  with  high  prices  already  prevailing:  in  m.ost  other  countries  the  European 
consum.ption  of  this  t^'-pe  of  cigarettes  proha'bly  ha.s  not  increased  'greatly 
during  the  current  year. 

In  some  countries,  ^elgium.  heing  the  most  important,  Burle;''  red  tips 
are  used  in  sm.oking  m.ixtures.    Due  to  the  low  prices  that  have  prevailed 
recently  for  other  tynes  of  tohacco  used  in  these  m.ixtures  hut  little  in- 
crease in  the  use  of  Burlcv  is  expected  for  this  purpose  during  the  present 
year.

-  Appro ximatoly  five  million  poun-ls.  of  Green  River  totacco  were  used  in 
1931  in  the  British  Islc-s  and  ^Gl^ivtir:,  l8,rf:ely  the  foririer.     This  represents 
a  decline  of  alrnost  one  million  poun^is  from  that  iisod  in  1930.    A  iiirther  de- 
cline prolaahly  is  taking  place  in  1932,  hut  stochs  ha:ve  heen  greatlv  reduced 
and  im.ports  mia^,'-  be    increased  durin-^  the  comdng  season  in  spite  of  the  're- 
duced-rate of  .consumption. 

Java  and  Rio  G-rande  dark  air-cured  .have  heen  offered  at  low  prices 
during  the  pa.st  year  and  somie  Belgian  m.nnufacturers  have  increased  their  tak- 
in'^S'  of  these  types.  In  the  United  rinr'dom.  where  Em.pir e-grown  tohacco  enioys 
preferential  import  duties  consumption  of  Green  River  has  declined  due  to  in- 
creased \ise  of  Em.pire-grown  toha-cco.  .In  the  Irish  ?ree  State  legislation  un- 
favorahile  to  foreign  o^'med  m'.aimf acturin-s:  plants  and  unsati sfactorj/  industrial 
conditions  m.aj^  result  in  so^^e  decline  in  consum.ption  of  this  tjroe  during  the 
current  year. 

ImiPorts  of  this  type  have  heen  sm^all  so  far  this  year.    Because  of  the 
unf.avorahle  le;rislation  mentioned  ahove ,  one  of  the  large.st  .mpnuf  acturc rs  in 
the  Irish  ?ree  State  m..ade  prf^ctically  no  G-reen  River  purchases  last  season 
and  will  prohahlj'-  import  very  little  of  this  type  this  year.     Should  this 
firm,  decide  to  continue  to  mianufacture  for  the  Irish  m.arhet,  it  is  expected 
that  purchases  will  again  he  m.ade  and  should  it  withdraw,  it  is  expected  that 
other  m.anuf a.cturer s  ^'^ill  increase  the.ir  takings.     In  either  case  there  would 
he  m.ore  hidders  for  this  t'^pe  this  winter  than  there  were  when  the  1951  crop 
was  sold.  ; 

Flue-cured  types 

Recent  developm.ent s  in  the  flue-cured  tohacco  situation  k'^ve  heen 
along  the  lines  indica.ted  in  previous  reports  (See  ?.S./T-77  and  ?.S./T'-79) 
and  the  quantity  of  these  tr-^pes  used  hy  Suroppan  m.anuf acturers  in  1933  is  ex- 
pected to  he  hetween  170  and  180  m.illion  poun^'-s  com.parcd  "^ith  190  m.illion 
pounds  in  1931,  907  m.illion  pounds  in  1930,  and  900  m.illion  pounds  in  1999. 
The  consum.ption  of  these  t.^rpes  hy  ma.nufpcturers  in  Si-irope  w.as  40  'oor  cent 
larger  in. 1929  than  in  1935. 
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EUROPEAN  TOBACCO  PRODUCTION  IF  1952 

Hhe  estimated  production  of  dark  air-cured  types  of  tobacco  in 
eight  European  countries  in  1932  is  slightly  sm.aller  than  that  of  1931, 
according  to  J.  B.  Hutson,  tohacco  specialist  in  Europe  for  the  Foreign 
Agricultural  Service,  Bureau  of  Agricultural  liconom.ics.     The  estimated 
production  of  the  oriental  and  sem.i-oriental  types  is  approxim.ately  40 
per  cent  less  than  that  of  last  year.     Stocks  of  all  European  grown  t^rpes 
are  still  large.    The  dark  air-cured  types  com.pete'  to"  a  I'im.ited  extent 
with  dark  air-cured  and  fire-cured  tj^pes  from,  the  United  States.  The 
other  European  grown  types  compete  hut  little  with  United  States  t^/pes 
considering  a  short  period. 

In  the  dark  air-cured  group  the  indicated  production  is  larger 
than  last  year  in  Czechoslovakia,  Germ.any,^  France,  JPoland  and  Spain  and 
sm.aller  in  Italy,  Hungarj^  and  Belgium.,  the  total  indicated'  production  in 
these  eight  countries  heing  350  m.illion  pounds  com.pared  with  354  miillion 
pounds  in  these  countries  in  1931. 

Production  of  the  oriental  types  in  Bulgaria,  Greece  and  Turkey  is 
estim.ated  at  151  mdllion  pounds  compared  with  252  million  pounds  in  1931, 
These  types  are  used  largely  in  cigarettes  in  Continental  Su/rope  and  in 
hlended  cigarettes  in  the  United  States. 

Production  in  Rumania  is  estim.ated  at  18  m.illion  pounds  com.pared 
with  31  m.illion  pounds  in  1931.     These  types,  largely  sem.i-oriental ,  are 
consum.ed  largely  in  Rum.ania.     The  crop  of  semi  oriental  types  in  Italy  is
